The Amerleaa Tortle deaeired'a'bet" 
ter fate. It was ttw.Qrat sobm«jriae 

war vessel of the Cnlted Stat«-s. it 
tras tried out In 177C in New York 
tarbor. Its inventor and builder was 
David Bushnell of Connecticut, of 
whom little is known. Tbe man who 
went oader water with it and In New 
Task bay triad to bk>w op tha BriUsh 
frlgato Aabi. vader Ocnaral Waahlng- 
tJn's otdeiB, was Colonel Ezra Lea. 

The Turtle was bui.t at Snybrook, 
Conn. After its vicissitudes of being 
captured, sunk and resting for years ut 
tae bottom of the East river It was 
rtlsed and taken back to its birthplace. 
Tbere, after more years, It was taken 
tc) pieces. Its metal went Into grand- 
f.ither's clocks, which are still ticking 
In the hallways of Kew Tork and New 
England homes. Its oaken, pitch 
smeared timbers t\ere jiut to struc- 
tural uses and all trace of them lost 
r usl.neli did not get even a tardy re- 
v ard for his Inventiveness. The coun- 
c I of safety of Connecticut In J777 dl- 
nH:tcd that he bo paid £200 for hLs 
8<!rvlccs In "annoying ships." but there 
It no record that be ever got the 
money. 

Uere Is tbe story of the American 
Turtle's first exploit as It Is told In 
tlie quaint phraseology of tbe yellow- 
lug manuscript whsra.it waa set down 
IC'Ug ago: 

"When the British fleet lay In the 
North river, opposite tbe city of New 
York, and while General Washington 
bid possession of tbe city he "was 
T«cy.Aazlana ta ba,tid of such neigh/-. 
bi>rB. David Bushnell of Saybrook in- 
Tented a submarine curiosity called 
Uie American Turtle, which received 
General Washington's approval for 
tluit iwrpose." A brother of thfe In- 
ventor was to operate tbe machine, but 
on trial he declined to hazard bis serv- 
ice. Colonel Lee. distinguished for his 
ctiurag^e and patriotism, volunteered 
h.'s services, and after practicing with 
ttie machine to discover its powers a 
night was fixed upon for tho attempt 
"General Washington and. his. associ- 
ates in tbe secret took their stations 
upon the roof of a bonaa on Broad- 
way. anxkMisly KfttMag tha malt 
Morning caine. bat^ intamwaca 9t 
tbe bold navigator. While the anxious 
speetotors ware abtnt to glTo htm up 
as loat saretal bargas wafp^Ashn to

"Colonel Lee bad been under tbe 
Af la more than two hours endeavor- 
ing to penetrate her bottom, which, be- 
ing sheathed with copper, resisted all 
attempts to attach tho magazine to 
tbo ship." 

Apparently the .\mericnn Turtle 
nude one more attempt to •'unnoy the 
enemy's shipping ' before she ended her 
career. Another old diary preserved by 
a Connecticut family mentions this lu- 
ddeot. It seems tbat tie I'urtle, 
manned by some nameless lieio, per- 
ha])s again by Colonel Ix'e, though tbe 
chronicler docs not state, made an at- 
tecapt to blow up a British ship In the 
East river. By this time the British 
ap|)ear to have discovered what nature 
of craft it was that had essayed to dfri 
stray the .^sia iiud so were on the 
lookout for anything suspicious that 
disturbed the surface of tbe water. At 
any rate, the American submarine was 
dis.x)vered before she had made any 
prcgreas on her second mission of de- 
strjcUon.

For a long time tbo JTittle lay in tho 
iObmergad vessel's bold. After the war 
bpiwever. f^ashlp was raised 
niAha.Mhla was reS&rered atid car- 
ried back to Saybrook if every one 
else bad forgotten her and her ftcbleT«ti, 
mer.fs by that time the people of her 
invi-ntor's nativ,: lowu still held tbe 
rorlle in affectionate remembrance.—

At. it's last meeting, the Fiscal Court 
reoeived a proposition from the estate of 
tho late C. M. Uanna, the contractor 
who haa baaa reoonatmctiog pikes in 
tha eoBBtjr. la atU to Uw eonaty bis 
road baUdlag outfit. 

Tliis outfit consists of a new 15 h. p 
traction engine, combined engine and 
road-roller, road-L'raih'r, wa:er wagon 
and sprinkling cart, cook house, har- 
rows and plows and other necessary 
took for raad buiUiog- This plant was 
efisrod to tha ooaaly at a very low price, 
considering tha wnah^r aad condition 
of the machines. 

A'ler coiisid. ring the matter fully,the 
court decided lo buy the machinery, es- 
pecially when a report from tho County 
Treasury showed, (as result of strict 
eeoiMmy, which haa cbaracterixed the 
administnthm of tho public funda dur- 
ing the taut year) that they had money 
enough in the treasury to pay cash. 
Tliis. purchase puts Madison county in 
the -lossession of all the machinery nec- 
essary for the re-construction of turn 
pike roads after the most modern meth- 
ods^ with tho onw^ion of a lock crush- 
er. Thaooaitalaoaaptoyadaa expert 
raad-baildar aad wartiaiit to operate 
this machinery.
